Noxt  ill  order  being  Report  of  Grand  Master,  it  was  read 
as  follows : 

Ti>  thr  R.    W.  Grawl  Lndie  nt'  lirifhh  Cnfumhia: 

Ofiiceus  and  11pei{!;si:\tatives: 

I  fool  miKih  ploiisure  in  greeting  you  on  this  Our  Third 
Aunu.il  (/onimunication,  and  being  assemblod  in  our  Legis- 
l.itivo  capacity  to  reviiiw  the  past,  and  legislate  for  the  future 
\v(^lfai'<'  of  our  Order.  As  the  Representatives  of  the  Odd 
Follows  in  tliis  jurisdiction  we  meet  again  in  their  behalf  to 
protect  their  interest  and  to  perpetuate  a  ])rinciple  to  us  the 
most  sacred  and  most  beneficuil  to  mankind. 

Anothei-  year  has  been  added  to  the  past.  We  meet  to-dav 
under  peculiar  circumstance.'a — the  proud  and  the  humble 
meeting  on  one  common  footing.  We  are  again  gathered 
together  with  one  great  object  in  view,  that  object,  the 
teachings  of  our  beloved  Order  fully  explain,  and  it  should 
ever  be  our  guide.  Happy  in  this  knowledge  and  thankful 
that  ho  who  guides  us  through  life  has  made  us  the  recepients 
of  so  many  material  benelits,  therefore  let  us  return  thanks  to 
the  Father  of  all  good  for  His  benign  prot<'ction  in  the  past, 
and  grant  u  .  a  continued  prosperity  in  the  future.  May 
wisdom  guide  you  in  your  daliberations.  May  peace  and 
oood  will  guide  vour  every  word  and  action,  and  when  we 
again  p.irt  may  it  be  with  the  knowledge  that  we  have  done 
our  duty  to  those  we  have  represented. 

[  regret  my  anticipations  to  be  able  to  report  to  you  the 
formation  of  new  Lodges  has  not  been  succ  'ssful,  not  for  the 
want  of  on;n'gy  or  lack  of  assistance  of  the  Brotherhood,  but 
from  the  fact  that  the  Province  is  suffering  from  gn^at  com- 
in^rcial  depression  and  Cvonfederation  disappointments,  and 
unhiss  a  marked  change  or  re-action  soon  takes  place,  T  am 
almost  certain  it  will  be  many  years  before  this  jurisdiction 
will  l)e  in  a  position  to  claim  the  right  of  having  a  paid  Re- 
presentative to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States. 

My  report  shall  be  as  brief  as  is  consistent  with  the  subjects 
necessary  t(j  present  to  your  notice  my  official  acts  during  the 
past  yo.iiY. 

The  financial  position  of  the  Order  and  list  of  membership 
I  have  no  doubt  you  will  receive  full  and  ample  particu- 
lars from  the  Grand  Secretary. 

On  the  5th  of  March  last  I  received  from  the  Grand  Secre- 
tary, letters  and  correspondence  (numbered  1  to  7)  between 
Ahmeek  Lodge,  No.  L50,  of  Ishpeming,  Michigan,  and  Black 
Diamond  Lodge,  No.  5,  of  this  district;  copies  of  which  I 
sent  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Michigan,  calling  their  attention 
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to  the  facts  and  hardsliip  of  the  case  as  regards  Black 
Diamond  Lodge,  and  to  whicli  as  yot  I  liave  received  no  an- 
swer. Mv  opinion  is,  as  our  late  Brother,  E.  liodgers,  reveiv- 
ed  only  tliat  to  which  h<'  was  tMititled  as  a  member  of  the 
Order,  in  good  standing,  and  as  Ahni«'«'k  Lodge,  No.  loO, 
Michiga  1,  asserts  that  their  fumls  are  (h'])leted,  it  would  Ix' 
only  right  that  this  jurisdiction  siiould  come  to  the  relief  of 
Black  l)iamonil  Lodge,  No,  .">,  in  case  V.wy  rrijuire  the  same. 

On  the  ;iOth  of  March,  I  rc^ceived  from  Black  Diamond 
Lodge,  No.  o,  a  connnunication  n^sjM'cting  sonn>  mont'V  paid 
over  to  P.  G.  Thos.  Harris,  due  the  late  Brother  T.  li . 
Johnson,  and  Brother  Harris'  reply  to  .same;  numbered  No. 
8  and  1)  referred  to  Dominion  Lodge,  No.  4.

I  have  much  pleasure  in  laying  before  you  reports  from  our 
worthy  District  Deputy  Bro.  Scott,  who  sp  aks  in  fiattering 
terms  of  the  prosperity  of  District  No.  2: 

In  answer  to  when  is  a  Brother  in  arrears,  I  refer  you  t »  your  own  liy-Laws. 
Section  I  of  Artiole  22,  Pa{»e  40:  •'  No  nienibcr  who  is  thirtt'en  weeks  in  ar- 
rears shall  be  entitled  to  vote  upon  any  iiiiestion.  neither  shall  h"  be  entitled 
to  receive  i>ec\iniary  benetits  of  this  Iiodf,»«f  (exci'ittlu'  be  absent  from  tlie 
eityl  m  which  case  he  shall  be  allowed  an  additional  two  months'time."  I  niii 
aware  this  is  a  hard  ipiestion,  and  to  bo  luorn  definitely  expnssed,  dnesacciiH' 
weekly.  I  therefore  stistain  the  appeal  of  New  Westminster  Lodgi',  No.  3.  a 
l)i'other  owinj4    hirteen  weeks'  dues  is  not  entitled  to  benefits. 

In  answer  to  2nd  (]nestion — 'V\u  .Tiniior  Past  Grand  is  compelled  to  briii.: 
eharf,'eH  aj^'ainst  the  Noble  (irand  if  he  loses  the  books  of  the  Lod^e,  but  en 
no  other  char^^e  is  it  compulsory  for  him  to  brin^  charges. 

1  have  much  ]ile.tsure  in  laying  Ixiforo  you  the  report  rc- 
ctuved  from  D.  D.  G.  Master,  Brother  Jeffree. 
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With  respect  to  the  case  of  Hrother  John  Mnrrny,  I  have  to  make  a  qualified 
decision.    In  tho  appeal  you  will  notice  the  accounts  stmds  as  follows:

The  last  amount  of  81  was  p.iid  in  after  the  Brother  was  reported  out  of 
st.indintr,  he  beinf;  then  sicl<\.  On  January  1st,  $1  of  the  amount  then 
<i\vin;^  is  .id.iiift  'd.  was  two  assissminis.  I  hnvr  n  >  fa.-ts  to  show  tliat  any 
law  (or  custom  even)  is  in  forc"  in  Victoria  l.od^e.  \o.  1,  to  say  what  time 
such  assessments  are  to  l)e  chiu'vfed  as  duos;  if  none,  th  'U  Brother  Miiiray  was 
in  ^'ood  standiuji;.  But  if  on  the  nt  er  hand  Victoria  Lod^'o  by  general  usaf;;e 
ov  custom  have  a  stated  time  when  assessments  are  to  be  charsijed  as  dues, 
then  I  must  confirm  the  decision  of  Brother  Jefilree.  I  would  call  the  at- 
tention ot  the  Representatives  to  the  G.  L.  proceedings,  vol  3,  pa<j;e  1318,  re- 
port from  the  committee  on  the  state  of  the  Order.  That  the  dues  to  a  Lod<,'e 
accrue  weekly,  and  only  for  the  convenience  of  the  Lodge  are  paid  at  stated 
periods:  it  is  therefore  at  any  time  the  right  of  a  Brother  to  pay  his  dues;  but 
the  committee  are  also  of  opinion  that  in  case  a  Brother  has  negleet.d  to  pay 
his  dues  fcu"  such  length  of  time  as  to  be  doiiared  by  the  rules  of  his  own 
Subordinate  Lodge  from  drawing  benefits  while  sick,  he  cannot  be  p(>i'mitt(Ml 
while  he  continues  sick  to  come  in  and  pay  his  dues  so  as  to  entitle  himself 
to  benefits,  since  any  injury  would  l)e  thereby  intiieUMl  on  sneh  mem- 
bers of  the  Lodge  as  are  regnlar  in  payment  of  their  dues;  the  Ihother  ijy  his 
own  acts  has  coininitted  wrong,  and  it  would  bi)  improper  to  permit  him  to 
derive  benefit  from  his  own  negligence. 

With  respect  to  the  decision  of  Deputy  Jelfrec  on  the  (|U(Stion  of 
fines  and  assessments  (to  Columbia  Lodge  No.  2)  as  to  the  proper  time  when 
they  can  be  charged  as  duesagainsta  Brother.  Whilst  1  admit  the  cornctness 
of  the  {[notations  of  the  digest  of  the  (t.  L.  of  California,  at  ti  o  saiii"  timi;  we 
are  now  working  under  the  laws  of  the  (J.  L.  of  British  ('olumbiu,  notwith- 
standing we  have  no  law  in  contradiction  to  this  mattef.  still  they  are  correct, 
(see  White  digest  10.'),  page  3'.).)  The  By-Laws  of  Colnml'ia  Lodgi'  has  no 
special  law  on  the  matter,  and  as  it  is  admitted  that  the  custom  of  the  Lodge 
has  been  to  allow  12  months  to  intervene  before  they  can  be  charged  as  dues, 
I  must  reverse  the  decision  of  the  Deputy  <t.  M.,  as  custoin  makes  laws,  until 
such  time  as  proper  By-Laws  are  made  i)(>aring  on  this  (ptestion.  ('olimibia 
Lodge  can  otdy  ijharge  fines  and  assessments  one  year  after  they  are  levied. 
I  trnst  this  Grand  Lodge  will  make  laws  bearing  on  this  case  at  this  present 
sessions. 

Tlie  otlier  decisions  of  Brother  Jeffiee  are  approved.

MISCELLANEOUS. 

It  is  my  duty  to  call  the  several  Lodges'  attention  (through 
their  K(^present  tives)  to  their tinancial  ])osition.  Heretofore 
We  have  Ikhsii  very  successful  in  getting  new  members,  which 
1ms  angmentetl  our  funds.  We  have  been  fortunate  in  escai)- 
ing  the  small-pox  that  was  so  lately  among  us,  and  with 
tlie  small  amount  among  the  Ovdt^r  we  <lo  not  mak(^  the   pi'o- 
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gress  we  should.  SliouKl  nny  epidemic  unt'ortniiately  come 
among  us,  notwithstanding  our  apparent  prosperity,  the 
Lodges  in  two  or  three  months  woukl  become  bankrupt.  We 
receive  per  Aveek  about  23  cts.,  and  pay  to  a  scarlet  member 
J'i'lO,  As  the  dues  now  stand  wo  receive  pay  for  48  weeks 
only,  and  pay  out  for  52  weeks.  I  would  suggest  a  committee 
be  appointed  to  look  into  the  stale  of  the  Order  in  this  matter 
and  provide  a  graduating  scale  of  benefits  and  report  thereon. 

I  would  recommend  the  formation  of  a  Mutual  Life  or 
>Vidow  and  Orphan  Relief  Association;  each  Brother  paying 
§1  on  the  death  of  a  Brother  in  good  standing.  The  whole  of 
the  assessment  to  be  paid  to  the  family  oi  the  deceased. 

Steps  have  been  taken  to  bring  the  Cemetery  question  be- 
fore the  H<mse  of  Assembly  in  a  prop^'r  shape  with,  I  hope,  a 
favorable  result. 

On  August  12th,  under  the  auspices  of  Dominion  Lodge, 
No.  4,  a  grand  excursion  to  Albert  Head  was  held.  I  had 
the  lionor  of  being  an  invited  guest,  and  noticed  among  the 
ladies  i  goodly  sprinkling  of  Sisters  of  Rebecca.  The  ex- 
cursion ]>voved  a  pleasjint  episode  in  my  official  year,  and 
had  the  effect  of  re-uniting  the  families  of  the  Brotherhood. 

r  would  recommend  that  the  Outside  Guardian  receive  the 
sum  of  .S25  for  his  attendance  at  this  Grand  Lodge  Sessions. 

I  \\-ould  also  recommend  that  the  travelling  expenses  of  the 
Grand  Instructor  be  paid  by  this  Grand  body. 

Ill  conclusion,  I  would  thank  the  Brothers  for  the  many 
acts  of  kindness  and  courtesy  I  have  received  during  my 
Ofticial  term. 

To  D(^puty  Grand  Master  Richard  Roberts,  I  am  greatly 
indebted  for  the  great  assistance  he  has  rendered  in  District 
No.  2,  more  particularly  in  his  official  capacity  as  Grand  In- 
structor. To  District  Deputies  Jeffree  and  Scott,  the  thanks 
of  the  several  Districts  are  due  for  the  very  efficient  attention 
to  their  duties.

Secretiiries  are  not  careful  enough;  for  instance,  placing 
ineial>erH  who  have  ceased  membership  for  non-payment  of  dues,  under  the 
heading  of  those  suHpended,  thus  giving  rao  the  trouble  of  picking  them  out* 
New  VVeatminster  Lodge,  No.  3,  in  making  up  the  annual  report  have  only 
given  returns  for  the  half  year,  and  there  is  not  time  to  send  it  back  for  cor- 
rection. The  .Secretary  seems  to  have  the  idea  that  the  semi-annual  report, 
made  on  30th  June  last,  is  part  of  the  annual  one;  when,  if  he  had  compared  the 
two  forms,  they  would  at  a  glance  have  shown  that  the  information  rcqtiired  is 
quite  distinct.  Anofxer  important  o  .lissiou  is  the  want  of  the  Lodge  seal  on 
both  semi-annual  and  annual  returr  i. 

From  Black  Diamond  Lodge,  No.  5, 1  received  papers  regarding  a  claim 
ngainHt  Ahmeek  Lodge  for  relief  to  a  sick  Brother,  which  I  handed  to  the  M. 
W.  Grand  Master;  ho  will,  I  presume,  allude  to  the  same  in  his  report. 

I  received  several  Amendments  to  By  Laws  of  Victoria  and  Oolumbia  Lodges, 
which  I  handed  to  the  Committee  on  Laws  of  Subordinates,  and  they  will  no 
doubt  hand  in  a  report  upon  the  same. 

No  appeals  have  during  the  year  been  sent  to  this  Office,  but  I  understand 
that  Brother  W.  J.  Jeffree,  District  Deputv  Grand  Master  of  District  No.  1, 
rocuived  documents  regarding  an  Appeal  from  a  suspended  member,  but  he 
informed  me  verbally  he  had  forwarded  the  same  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Appeals. 

I  received  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario  a  circular  containing  instruc- 
tions in  regard  to  the.  changing  of  name  of  G.  L.,  U.  S.,  and  which  I  attach  to 
this  report  for  any  action  this  Grand  Body  may  think  fit  to  take  in  the  matter. 

In  the  month  of  March  last  I  received*  a  communication  from  the  Grand 
Secretary  of  the  (irand  Lodge  of  F.  &  A.  Masons,  regarding  the  right  of  burial 
in  th<t  Public  Cemetery,  and  I  handed  the  letter  to  the  Committee  appointed 
by  the  Subordinate  Lodges  who  were  acting  at  the  time  in  the  matter.  I  men- 
tion the  receipt  of  this  letter  here  for  the  reason  that  it  came  through  my 
hands  as  Grand  Secretary  of  this  R.  W   Grand  Lodge. 

I  have  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  the  proceedings  of  the  different  State 
<irand  Bodies  through  the  courtesy  of  the  several  Secretaries,  and  I  mailed  a 
copy  of  our  last  session's  proceedings  to  each  in  return,  as  well  as  to  several 
Hrothers  of  the  Order,  who  wrote  to  me  desiring  the  same.

1st— The  (irand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  having  had  the  sumo  matter 
in  consideration  for  souu;  three  years,  and  awaiting  their  notion  on  such  au 
all  important  matter,  we  remained  inactive.  The  reports  only  arriving  at  a 
lato  date,  we  werc^  unal)le  to  discuss  the  subject,  but  by  reference  to  page  7  )1U 
Journal  (i  .L.U.S.,  we  find  the  substance  of  a  three  years'  search  assisted  liy 
ri'ports  from  the  diflterent  State  grand  bodies,  as  to  the  mortality  and  per  coiit- 
age  necessary  to  chai-ge  for  ci'rtain  benefits  allowed  by  sabordinato  fiOdges,  we 
tind  ditterent  views  on  the  subject  in  ditt'erent  localities,  referring  j)erhai)s  to 
the  climati;  and  healthiness  of  the  place.  We  would  recommend  a  careful 
p(ausal  of  the  report  so  far  as  it  goes;  some  jurisd  ctions  recommending  tlnec 
percent,  dues  on  the  amount  of  b(!netits  paid  out;  that  would  be  for  onr 
Lodges  ;}(')  cents  p",  r  week,  while  we  pay  only  s mie  23^,  cents.  This  is  the 
actuaries'  report  from  Virginia;  in  fact  the  court  of  the  United  States  cauuot 
come  to  any  just  conclusion  until  they  make  further  enquii'ies  ;  their  seiueh 
being  based  (m  a  thirty  years'  system,  and  so  wo  ask  a  continuance  of  tinit, 
because  our  Lodges  are  too  young  to  discriminate  upon  this  important  siili- 
jeet,  and  will  have  to  be  guided  to  a  grout  extent  by  the  statistical  report  ni 
tile  (irand  Ijodge  Couit  at  its  luxt  session .
